Mrs. Houck last was seen Tuesday 
night at 9:30 o’clock, by Dr. J. M. Cun: 
ningham, of the St. Elizabeth hospital 
staff. He was visiting the home of his 
fellow physician. Police learned that 
Houck dismissed Dr. Cunningham and 
retired before the latter left the house. 
The following day Houck was missed. 


Son Abandoned in House. 


Three-year-old Hugh Houck, 
child of the couple, was abandoned in 
the home. When the absence of Dr. 
and Mrs. Houck became prolonged, Mrs. 
H. K. Houck, of LaCrosse, Wis., mother 
of the doctor, was telegraphed to, and 
she came to this city. 

Inspector Henry G. Pratt, chief of de- 
tectives, yesterday appealed to Maj.

Later the 
same day, Friday, he was taken into 
custody when he appeared in the 
street, attired in his underclothes and 
babbling incoherently. 

After examination at Hornell police 
headquarters by Dr. George ‘Taylor, 
city health officer, and Dr. L. N. Kysor, 
who was called in, Houck was ad- 
judged insane, and transferred yester- 
day to the Willard State hospital at 
Ovid, N Y., for further observation. 
Willard hospital] officials last night re-

Elizabeths hospital staff, and Charles

New York, Dec. 19.—-Mrs. Roberta M.

He 
was removed to Bellevue hospital and 
was reported late tonight in a critical 
condition. 

Before he lost consciousness, Pro- 
basco, according to detectives who were 
stationed at his bedside to obtain a 
death-bed statement, admitted a love 
affair stretching over a period of years 
with the woman who had attempted 
to take his life. 


Call Sent to Wife. 


Mrs. Probasco, who has been sep- 
arated from her husband for more than 
five years—ever since she became aware 
that there was another woman in his 
life—was in the Ingersoll apartment 
within a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing. Detectives found her pacing nerv- 
ously through the living room, where 
Probasco lay, waiting for Dr. Douglas 
Palmer, whom she had summoned over 
the telephone.

TIME TO ACT. 


The failure of the United States gov- | 


ernment to do its plain duty in Nicaragua 
leaves much to be explained. Supporters 
of the administration are chagrined at 
the evident heart failure of the State De- 
partment, immediately after it had recog- 
nized the Diaz government and seemed to 
be entering upon a coherent and definite 
policy aimed at the protection of Amer- 
ican life and property and the mainte- 
nance of peace in Central America. 

President Diaz now discloses the tact 
that the United States is not supporting 
him in his efforts to fight off the aggres- 
sions of Mexican communists. He can 
not maintain his position without the 
help of the United States. Unless aid is 
soon forthcoming, a communist regime 
will be erected in Nicaragua upon the 
ruins of the republic, and the agencies 
that seek the destruction of free govern- 
ments will have taken a long step in the 
direction of the Panama canal. 

The safety of the Panama canal re- 
quires the maintenance of friendly and 
orderly governments in Central America. 
Those feeble countries are not a match 
for the aggressive Mexicans, who have 
entered upon a campaign of disintegra- 
tion in that region. It is a new and dan- 
yerous assault upon the principle of re- 
publican government. The United States 
has abundant evidence proving that the 
campaign was conceived in soviet Russia 
and is carried forward by the Calles gov- 
ernment with the counsel and assistance 
of soviet Russia. | 

The United States is not only bound 
by the spirit of the Monroe doctrine to 
defend the republics of Central America 
against alien aggression aiming at the 
destruction. of republican government, 
but is also bound to protect the interests 
of this country. Intervention in behalf 
of constitutional government in Central 
America is not a novelty, but is the fixed 
volicy of the United States. Marines 
were landed in Nicaragua in 1912, both 
2t Corinto and Bluefields, not under the 
sdligation of any treaty, but under the 
¢bligation imposed by the Monroe doc- 
trine for the protection of constitutional 
government and the maintenance of 
American rights. 

Similar action is imperatively neces- 
sary at this time. Yet the administra- 
‘fon halts and hesitates while the aggres- 
sors are tearing at the throat of Nica- 
ragua. 

Admiral Latimer was placed in com- 
mand of the American naval forces in 
that region. He was supposed to be act- 
ing under instructions to prevent gun- 
running from Mexico. But his hands 
have been tied, and he has been placed 
in the humiliating position of witnessing 
this gun-running without having author- 
ity to stop it. 

Admiral Latimer should be given 
authority immediately to land marines 
in Nicaragua. Secretary Kellogg should 
manifest in this emergency the same 
resolute American statesmanship that 
was exercised by Secretary Knox in 1912. 

The real enemy of the United States 
and Central America is President Calles 
of Mexico. When he attempts to strike 
down constitutional government in Nica- 
ragua and replace it with the soviet sys- 
tem of Russia he is striking at the ted 
States. The Monroe doctrine commands

The bill contains a provision which au- 
thorizes the President to suspend the program 


in the event of an international conference for | 


limitation of naval armaments. This provi- 
sion ought to answer the objections of those 
who fear that war may come as a result of 
competitive building of warships. There need 
be no competition, if the nations will meet in 
good faith to limit their armaments. The 
United States stands ready to participate in 
such a conference. 

It has been only too evident that some 
foreign governments, while pretending to be 
anxious to limit armaments, have increased 
their navies. In this situation the United 
States must either keep its fleet up to date 
or imperil its security. It must either possess 
the means of defending itself or rely upon the 
forbearance of foreign nations stronger than 
itself. The very fact that foreign nations are 
increasing their navies is a warning against 
placing any reliance in their forbearance. The 
friends of today may be the enemies of tomor- 
row. 

With a navy strong enough to defend it, the 
United States can almost always decide the 
question of peace or war: but with a weak 
navy the question would be decided by some 
other nation or nations, and if the decision 
should be for war the United States would find 
that it had prepared for its own deféat. 


The program of 1916 would have made the | 
United States the strongest naval power in the | 
The Washington conference | 


world by 1925. 
enabled the United States to suspend that pro- 
gram and to establish its navy upon an 
equality with that of the strongest foreign 
navy. Now that this equality has been de- 
stroyed by the increase of foreign naval] 
strength, there is nothing for the United States 
to do except to restore the parity of its navy 
with that of the strongest foreign fleet. If, in 
the meantime, foreign governments shall bring 
themselves to agree to the limitation of arma- 
ments, the United States can and will suspend 
its building program. 

Unless suspended, the proposed cruiser 
building program would be completed in 1931. 
If no additional ships are provided, the United 
States navy will rank fourth or less by 1931, at 
the rate of expansion of foreign navies. 


WAR'S AFTERMATH. 


Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines is authority for 
the statement that more money will be paid 
out to men who served in tHe world war by the 
veterans’ bureau in the next twenty years 
than is represented by the entire allied debt 
to the United States. To date the bureau has 
expended nearly $3,700,000,000, -and approxi- 
mately $13,500,000 is being paid out in com- 
pensation to veterans each month. The gov- 
ernment has spent some $67,000,000 for hos- 
pitals in which there are now housed more 
than 29,000 veterans. Vocational training has 
cost to date $643,000,000. 

Those who feel that debt cancellation would 
be a fine gesture should pay particular atten- 
tion to the statement. 

The civil war is costing the government in 
the neighborhood of $170,000,000 a year for 
pensions. ‘The veterans’ bureau is paying out 
nearly that much now in the form of compen- 
sation alone. If to that figure be added the 
annual cost of vocational training and hos- 
pitalization, it will be clearly apparent that the 
present cost of the war is a heavy burden. 


GOV. DONAHEY’S BOOM. 


Despite the fact that he has repeatedly and 
persistently declared that he is not a candi- 
date, a presidential beom for Gov. Donahey of 
Ohio definitely has been launched by Thomas 
E. Dye, Democratie chairman of the Buckeye 
State. Last Thursday night a rally dinner was 
tendered to Ohio Democracy by Representative 
Martin L, Davey, at which time it was expected 


Gov. Donahey’s hat would be thrown into the 


ring. Instead, the host took the occasion to 
portray Ohio as an open battle ground two 
years hence, which in certain circumstances 
could be won by the Democrats. He advised 
his hearers, however, that he was referring to 
no particular candidate, and denied that the 
dinner was for the purpose of launching the 
Donahey boom. 

In the meantime Gov. Donahey sent a letter 
to Washington requesting that his name not 
be linked with the Presidency. Mr. Dye, how- 
ever, spent all of last Friday in conference 
with Democratic leaders, and later issued a 
statement calling upon Gov. Al Smith ‘and 
William G. McAdoo to quit the race in the 
interests of another upon whom the entire 
party will be able to unite.

This would be genuine 
progress, for with reserve entertainers in at- 
tendance at broadcasting stations all the time, 
a little experimentation at the beginning of 
each program would enable the management 
to give the public exactly what it desired. The 
courts should be called on at once, however, 
to define to what extent and by what means 
public reprisal against unpopular programs 
would be lawful.

One representative from that 
section has introduced a bill providing 
for a Federal guaranty of national bank 
deposits. One senator from South 
Dakota urges the enactment of a meas- 
ure by Congress to make corn and some 
other farm products bring twice what 
they are worth in the open markets. 

I notice that the State of South 
Dakota has claims against it for some 
$40,000,000 arising out of its bank de- 
posit guaranty law.

THE REAL COST. 

When they speak of the British coal 
strike costing the nation. $1,500,000,000, 
says the Houston Post-Dispatch, they 
take into account only the direct losses 
through stoppage of wages and the 
cessation of business in the coal and 
allied trades. If the indirect losses 
were added, the total would be far 
greater. Britain not only lost much of 
her coal trade to Germnay, but she 
lost trade in other products whose 
manufacture depended on coal. Some 
of it is lost forever. Through idleness 
of British colliers, the nation’s shipping 
volume fell off perceptibly. And, per- 
haps, what is more significant than the 
actual loss of business during a speci- 
fied period, is the creation of a wide- 
spread impression that the British Isles 
have passed the peak of their power in 
world commerce, and are on a definite 
and permanent decline. 


MENACE IN THE HORN.
